- Some’ time last’ week Mr. D, A. 
Purves, while testing the working 
of,the lifts at the China Building, 
found that one of them was not, 
in proper order and ‘advised the’ 
owner cf the Building to have it 
attended to. Two Chinese work- 
ers from Messrs.. Hung On Com- 
pany were sent for and early yes- 
terday morning they started work, 


Yesterday being Sunday only 
three of the seven lifts In China 
Building were working and. the 
management had taken the pre- 
caution not to permit the opera- 
tion of the lift-which was not in 
wood order. 


The lift: was stopped’ near the 
first floor of the building, when 
the weight which was suspended 
near the seventh: floor fell ahd 
crashed with a terrific noise into’ 
the Hft on the top of which the 
workers were. squatting to ex- 
amine the mechaniam. 


The weight, ‘which consisted of 
a few hundred pounds of metal in 
bars, smashed the wooden top of 
the lift and. inflicted serious in- 
jury to the workers. .
